PRICES AND TAXES. 

An adequate fiscal policy for the war must be 
built on the fundamental principle of maximum 
production for war purposes. For obvious reasons 
the government cannot allow business to take its 


g 


necessary during so great an emergency. There 
is also the twin necessity of preventing extor- 


tion. : 
Government control, price regulation, and taxa- 
tion are, by the nature of things, closely inter- 
related. Government contro! would eliminate the 
necessity for price regulation as such, and would 
preclude taxation. Fixing prices inevitably re- 
duces private profits as a source of war revenue. 
The problem lies in striking a balance so as to 
achieve the best results, namely, maximum war 
production. 

In the current number of the Review of Reviews 
Prof. Seligman of Columbia university seeks to 
adive this problem. His conclusions are worthy of 
serious attention. They are summarized as fol- 
lows: “For a few commodities of fundamental 
importance, like coal, wheat, ships, eto. complete 
government control of the supply; for important 


raw materials and a few manufactures where 
rapidly increased output is unlikely, price regula- | 
tion: for the great majority of commodities where 
actual combination or monopoly cannot be predi- 
cated, extra taxation of war profits in lieu of price 
regulation.“ 

Prof. Seligman says that neither price regulation 
nor profits taxation has proven satisfactory in 
dealing with fundamental necessities. One tends 
to decrease production and the other affords no 
relief to the consumer. For these reasons he 
urges radical government control.

Tun Trisuns is in sympathy with all reasonable 
measures to wafeguard the health and wel“ being 
of our soldiers, We believe the plans of Dr. W. A. 
Pusey and others who are preparing to combat the 
besetting dangers of soldier life are well conceived. 
But there are plenty of persons who want to ap- 
progch the problem as if it were primarily a prob- 
lem in morality instead of health. This is an un 
fortunate attitude and may cause more harm than 
good. It is unfortunate because our soldiers are 
grown men and they will resent misguided efforts 
to coerce their private conduct. — ; 

To make Paris a forbidden city, for example, 
would be an egregious blunder. We allow our’ 
soldiers in this country leave to visit Chicago and 
New York or any other city within range of the 
encampment. Is Paris so much worse that a large 
verboten sign must be hung over it? Cunsider 
further that no such prohibition applies to British 
or French soldiers on leave, Would not Americans 
-——“from the land of the free —expertenco a feel 
ing of hot resentment if the proposed discrimina- 
tion against them should be enforced? 

We imagine one of the compensations for fight- 
ing in France is the opportunity to see Paris. A 
large majority of our soldiers would never have 
that chance, in all probability, were it not for the 
war. To deny all of them this privilege because a 
few might abuse it seems idiotic. 


_ AUTOCRACY’S REJOINDER. 

Wen the Germans had sought to discredit Pres- 
ident Wilson's reply to the pope by pointing out 
certain obvious shortcomings of democracy—for 
example, graft—-we remarked that there was abun- 
dant autocracy in the Turkish empire and, like- 
wise, abundant graft. Since then we have received 
a letter that goes further, exploiting the seamy 
side of autocracy in Germany and Austria while 
insisting upon a temperate consideration of the 
seamy side of democracy in America. 

Says the writer: “In our government every 


man is an active critic of wrongdoing, and cor- 


ruption in consequence is immensely magnified. 
When we begin to talk in actual figures of bribery, 
fraud, favoritism in contracts or corrupt grants, 
the amounts in individual cases may sum large. 
In the aggregate they are small. Chicago always 
rings with city hall scandals, but when they are 
thoroughly investigated the loss to the munici- 


_ pality is often only on paper. 


“In an autocracy such as Germany or Austria 
» corruption is so skillfully concealed that the people 
are blind to it. When it is desired to reward a 
military hero or to provide for a near relative or 
faithful friend of the crown, the public treasury is 
simply raided. Ladies of the court are provided 
with titles and honors, palaces and incomes ad 
libitum. Salaried jobs are created whenever re- 
quired by the kings. The German and Austrian 
public pays the bills—even for the favorites of the 
Fromm prince and his illegitimate children by 
so-called American actresses. — .

BRAVO, SWEDEN! .

We recognize, of course, that Sweden was well 
worth shanghaiing. Though her navy is insignifi- 
cant (eleven tronclads all told), she has an army of 
500,000 at war strength and in days past has taken 
part effectively in several European conflicts. Al- 
though far from rich, she would figure creditably 
on the economic side, as she possesses iron, steel, 
and coal and exports lumber and fish. Politically 
her influence would be considerable. It would af- 
fect Norway. It would affect Denmark. Then as 
regards the larger scope of politics—the politics of 
a world at war—Sweden’s entrance would intro 
duce a confusing element; with a limited monarchy 
lined up next Germany and her present allies the 
war would no longer be a clean cut tussle between 
despotism and democracy. Finally, there was the 
hope of arousing anti-American sentiment among 
Americans of Swedish birth or descent. 

In justice to the German intellect it must be ob- 
setved that the plan to shanghai Sweden was by 
no means the result of snap judgment. For years 
the Germans had been engaged in a peaceful pene- 
tration of Sweden. They had capitalized Swedish 


industries. They had obtained a grip on Swedish 


finance. A Germanic race, the Swedes were in- 
clined to trust Germans. Germany made the most 
of that and by the usual employment of spies ma- 
neuvered to increase Sweden’s fear of Russia. 
Until of late this was easy. Russia knew that one 
way out to an ice free port lay through Sweden. 
Sweden knew that Russia knew and was appropri- 
ately nervous. Furthermore, Germany had watched

N view of all the talk that has been 

current for some years past about 
the shirtsleeve character of Ameri- 
can diplomacy it seems akin to an 
irony of fate that it should fall to the 
lot of the United States government to 
do more in the way of compelling for- 
eign envoys to live up to the rules and 
ethics of their office and to penalize 
the nonebservance thereof than any 
other sovereign powers, great or small. 

Not only have the president and the 
state department at Washington been 
compelled to call the attention of diplo- 
mats accredited to the United States to 
a sense of their obligations to the coun- 
try whose hospitality they enjoy, but the 
administration also has been instrumen- 
tal in bringing about the dismissal of 
foreign envoys stationed in other coun- 
tries. 

In some instances this has been done 
openly and with more or less fracas; in 
others the same thing has been accom- 
plished quite unobtrusively. The cases 
of Count Luxburg and Baron Lowen, 
the German and Swedish ministers plen- 
ipotentiary at Buenos Aires, and of Mr. 
Cronholm, the Swedish representative 
in Meico, as well as of the Austrian 
ambassador Von Dumba at Washington, 
are of the former kind. 

Among those who have been dealt 
with more quietly have been Count Cas- 
sini of Russia, whose domestic arrange- 
ments at Washington were so extraocr- 
dinary, and Achmet Rustem Bey, the 
Turkish ambassador, a renegade Polish- 
Austrian of the name of Bilinski who 
had abjured Christianity and become a 


departure for the United States. 

The two most recent cases have been 
those of the Swiss minister, Dr. Ritter, 
and of the Dutch envoy, Von Rappard; 
while the fate of another neutral plen- 
ipotentiary at Washington is hanging in 
the balance, with the chances against 
him. 

All three have forfeited their claim on 
the hospitality of the United States and 
on the friendly regard of the American 
people by the, to say the least, indis- 
creet sympathy and even preference 
which they have shown for Germany;

For any trained diplomat it must have 
been apparent ever since the sinking 
of the Lusitania, from the attitude of 
the kaiser’s government, that war with 
America was bound to ensue. Under 
the circumstances policy, consideration 
for the people whose hospitality they 
were enjoying, and even ordinary savoir 
faire required that the representatives of 
the smaller neutral nations, who are 
economically dependent upon the United 
States, should abstain from showing any 
leanings towards the nation that was 
engaged in defying America and from 
too intimate friendship and association 
with the kaiser’s ambassador at Wash- 
ington. 

Dr. Ritter, the former minister of 
Switzerland there, failed to realize this, 
and ceased to be persona grata. The 
same may be said of the Netherlands 
envoy, Van Rappard, so different in 
every respect from his popular prede- 
cessors, Van Swinderer and Loudon, 
and who, in pressing his government's 
claims, affected a Prussian rather than 
a Dutch tone, with menaces that were 
calculated to doom his advocacy to fail- 
ure.

Pope Benedict XV. has again given 
offense to the German government and 
people by addressing his peace message 
to the kaiser in French, that is to say, 
in the language of a country with which 
Germany is at war. In fact, the re- 
sentment at the various German courts, 
in government circles and among the 
public, as expressed by the press, serves 
to recall the refusal of King Louis of 
Bavaria last winter, at the instance of 
Berlin, to permit the new papel nuncio 
at Munich to deliver his speech as usual 
in French, on the occasion of the pres- 
entation of his letters of credence. 

It was intimated to the nuncio that 
his address to the King would have to 
be couched in German. Being an Ital- 
fan prelate, ignorant of the German 
language, this was out of the question, 
and, after referring to the vatican for 
instructions, he delivered his address in 
Latin, putting the old king to no end 
of trouble to read the reply in this, to 
him, so unaccustomed tongue. 

If the pope’s peace message addressed 
to all rulers of the belligerent powers 
was couched in French it was because 
it was a diplomatic rather than an ec- 
clesiastical missive. Ecclesiastical com- 
munications emanating from the vatican 
have from time immemorial been 
written in Latin, a language with which 
every Roman Catholic priest, no matter 
what his nationality, is familiar, as the 
result of his religious training. 

But French has ever since the reign of 
Louis MIV. of France been the lan- 
guage of diplomacy, for which it is pe- 
cullarty fitted, by reason of the fact that 
of all languages it is the most lucid, 
clear, and unambiguous, offering the 
least possible opportunity for miscon- 
struction and misinterpretation.
